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encompassed by these claims. As argued m the previous Office Action, Applicants would either need to 
use "consisting of language in order to prevent the claims from reading on the full-length receptor, or to 
recite that the nucleic acids of the claimed processes would only be able to "comprise" up to the fuU- 
length of SEQ ID N0:11. The use of "consisting of language or "comprising up to the full-length of 
SEQ ID NO: 11" would still allow the claims to encompass various constructs such as chimeras without 
encompassing the full-length receptor. 

3. ClaimRejections.35 USC § 112, first paragraph - enablement 

A The rejection ofall claims under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, regarding the use of SEQ ID NOs 
instead of the single-letter abbreviations in the claims, has been withdrawn since Applicants have 
amended the claims to recite SEQ ID NOs. 

4. Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112, second paragraph 

A. The rejection of claims 138-142 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, regarding the recitation of 
SEQ ID NO: 1, has been withdrawn since Applicants have amended the claims to recite SEQ ID N0:1. 

5. Conclusion 

A. Claims 91-96, 103-108, 116-122, 125-132, 134 and 135 are allowable.
